If 
we apportioned Wayne County 
into equal-population districts

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. <AP) —

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
Left-wing army officers in Da­ 
mascus overthrew the Socialist 
government cf 
Syria 
before 
dawn today, arrested govern­ 
ment leaders and closed the 
country's borders. 


The coup — the 15th in trou­ 
bled Syria since 1949 — was 
broadcast by Damascus radio in 
a series of communiques that 
indicated the rebels planned to 
speed up the country’s march 
toward socialism. 


Army units seized power at 3 
a.m. while Damascus slept, and 
arrested Gen. Amin Hafez, head 
of state and chatirman of the 
Presidency Council, Prime Min­ 
ister Salah Bitar and Defense 
Minister Maj. Gen. Mohammed 
Omran. 


Power Shuffle 


Damascus radio said the coup 
was a shuffle of power inside 
the ruling Arab Baath ( Reawak­ 
ening ) Socialist party that came 
to power in a rebellion in 1963, 
but the list of those arrested 
indicated the Baath regime ac­ 
tually had been obliterated. 


The rebel command, calling 
itself the 
“Temporary Com­ 
mand of the Baath party,” said 
the party founder Michel Aflak 
was also under arrest, with par­ 
ty chief Mouniff Razzaz, the 
speaker of Parliament and the 
vice chairman of the Presidency 
Council. 


Between blares of martial 
music, broadcast communiques 
said Hafez and the others would 
be 
brought 
to 
trial 
and 
“crushed.” 
They 
were 
de­ 
nounced as "rightists” who had 


betrayed Syria’s Socialist revo­ 
lution. 


Details Lacking 


The 
communiques 
did 
not 
identify the rebel commanders, 
but they appeared to be a group 
of extremist officers and politi­ 
cians known as “The Young 
Turks” who have advocated a 
speedup of socialism in the past. 


The leader of the extremist 
wing is Maj. Gen. Salah Jedid, 
former chief of staff of the 
army who was ousted from 
power last year. 


The broadcast did not make it 
clear whether the rebels shot 
their way into power or whether 
the coup was bloodless. 


The coup leaders declared a 
curfew from diawn until further 
n o t i c e , 
meaning 
Syrians 
throughout the country were 
ordered to stay inside their 
houses.

Russians Orbit 
Two Space Dogs 


MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet scien­ 
tists have launched two dogs 
into orbit in an experiment ap­ 
parently aimed at taking man 
farther and longer into space. 


An official announcement said 
the dogs were lofted Tuesday 
aboard the satellite Cosmos 110. 
It said the animals, named Vet- 
erok — Breeze — and Ugolyok 
— Little Coa 1-Nut — were orbit­ 
ing the earth every 96 minutes 
18 seconds. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the farthest point of their 
orbit is more than 500 miles 
from the earth. 


This is the point where radia­ 
tion may be dangerous to living 
organisms. They may be trying 
out protective garb for deep 
space travel. 


Western scientists believe that 
if their journey its successful it 
will be folHowed by a new Soviet 
space spectacular. 


It could be an attempt to put 
a satellite, probably carrying 
more dogs, around the moon. Or 
it could be a try at landing dogs 
on the moon to test conditions 
for sending humans there.

ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP) — The 
General Board of the National 
Council cf Churches is on record 
today as favoring the admission 
of Red China to the United Na­ 
tions. 


Members of the board ap­ 
proved the wide-ranging policy 
statement Tuesday, 90 to 3, on 
the first day of a four-day con­ 
ference.

United States to pursue a policy 
of support for the seating of Red 
China in the United Nations

(Taiwan, seat of the Nationalist 
Chinese government)” . 


Cooperation on the exchange 
of information on food produc­ 
tion, birth control and other 
types of technical development 
also was urged. 


The General Board is the poli­ 
cy 
maker 
for 
the 
National 
Council between triennial meet­ 
ings of the group’s General As­ 
sembly. The General Assembly, 
arhich meets in December at 
Miami Beach, Fla., is the only 
body that can overrule a Gener­ 
al Board action.

Apollo Aims 
For Thursday 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— 
W’eather 
experts 
studiod 
cloud patterns today, hoping for 
a break that would enable the 
space agency to reschedule the 
first launching of an unmanned 
Apollo moonship for Thursday. 


A Saturn IB, most powerful 
rocket ever built by the United 
States, was to have boosted the 
Apollo into space today. But the 
shot 
was postponed Tuesday 
night when weathermen fore­ 
cast heavy clouds, wind and 
rain in the Cape Kennedy area. 


Meteorologists p l a n n e d to 
meet at 4:30 p.m. to determine 
if conditions might be accepta­ 
ble for a launching at 7:45 a.m. 
Thursday. 


In case thefiring is put off 
until Friday, a weather satellite 
launching 
which 
had 
been 
scheduled that day tentatively 
was moved up to Thursday. 


The Delta which is to launch 
the satellite, named ESSA 2 is a 
proven rocket which can be 
fired in a rain storm ii neces­ 
sary because it does not require 
the 
photographic 
coverage 
needed for a new booster like 
the Saturn IB. 


If something should go wrong 
with the IB, the camera record 
could help pinpoint the trouble. 


The ESSA 2 firing, scheduled 
for 8:58 a.m., would be shifted 
back to Friday if the Saturn- 
Apollo shot goes Thursday. 


TTie Saturn IB is to loft the 
Apollo 310 miles Into space and 
ram it back through the atmos­ 
phere at 18,000 miles an hour to 
determine how well it with­ 
stands blazing re-entry heat. 


The spacecraft is similar to 
one which three astronauts are 
to ride into earth orbit late this 
year and to the moon within 
tour ymn.

Romney Opens 
Family Meets 


FLINT (AP) — Gov. George 
Romney participated Tuesday 
in the first of 10 conferences de­ 
signed to "strengthen family 
ties.” 


Romney said he was con­ 
cerned about young people in 
Michigan, noting 76 per cent of 
the major crimes in the state in 
1965 were committed by persons 
22 or younger.

‘‘If this country is destroyed, it 
will be destroyed from within, 
not without.”

Dirksen Calling 
For Stop To

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy and the 
Johnson 
administration 
have 
moved closer on Viet Nam poli­ 
cy but the peace pact may be 
shaky because of remaining dif­ 
ferences. 


Out of a round of White House 
and senatorial activity Tuesday 
there emerged Kennedy’s stated 
belief at a news conference that 
there are no differences be­ 
tween his and President John­ 
son’s views on these issues: 


—He does not advocate but 
does not believe the door should 
be shut to the admission of 
Communists to an interim gov­ 
ernment — even before elec­ 
tions are held — if peace negoti­ 
ators feel this is necessary. 


—If elections are held, the 
United States should abide by 
the outcome, even if it puts 
Communists into a permanent 
government. 


Kennedy, a New York Demo­ 
crat, said he had discussed his 
stand with White House press 
secretary Bill D. Moyers and 
they agreed there were no fun­ 
damental differences in the po­ 
sition of the senator and the 
President. 


“I find no disagreement be­ 
tween what Mr. Moyers has 
said and what I have said," 
Kennedy reported. 


Back To Work 


This 
patching 
up 
process 
seemed unlikely, however, to 
have much effect on the torrent 
of criticism other senatorial crit­ 
ics have directed against John­ 
son. And Kennedy indicated he, 
too, has some further matter« to 
discuss where his views may 
cross White House policy. 


The Senate goes back to work 
today on a $4.8-billion authoriza­ 
tion bill covering part of the 
$12.3 billion in emergency mili­ 
tary funds asked for Viet Nam. 
Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen said he would call on 
his colleagues to end the policy 
debate and get to voting. 


Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, called his 
group together to decide wheth­ 
er to act now or continue testi­ 
mony on the 1415-miUicn eco­ 
nomic aid bill for South Viet 
Nam. 


The Kennedy-Moyers pact did 
not appear to rest on entirely 
solid ground. Moyers had told a 
news conference there were no 
differences “if Sen. Kennedy did 
not propose a coalition govern­ 
ment with Communist partici­ 
pation 
before 
elections 
are 
held.” 


Must Be Realistic 


Kennedy said he wasn’t pro­ 
posing it. But he said Ameri­ 
cans must be realistic about the 
fact that negotiators might wrant 
to include them. He said it is a 
decision that can’t be made 
now. 


This seemed to put the New 
York senator at odds with his 
old friend, Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor, a key presidential ad­ 
viser. 


Taylor said at one point that 
“if he (Kennedy) meanj negoti­ 
ating them into a coalition gov­ 
ernment, I’d not be for it.” 


Taylor said in a later state­ 
ment that the way to get the 
unconditional 
negotiations the 
administration favors is not to 
set any preconditions.

Kennedy said that when he 
said at a news conference last

Five hundred and forty opera­ 
ted K-12 programs, five others 
offered a partial high school 
program and 796 districts oper­ 
ated elementary 
school pro­ 
grams only. 


High School Districts 


The 
high 
school 
districts 
ranged in size 
from 294,060 
pupils, to 59 in grades K-12. 
From the standpoint of evalua­ 
tion per child the range was 
from $64,352.00 to $984.00. It’s 
interesting to note, said Boline, 
that 60 of the high school dis­ 
tricts educated over 50 per cent 
of the children in Michigan, 
whereas 187 of the smaller dis­ 
tricts educate less than six per 
cent of the state’s total. 


If a standard of 500 students 
in grades 9-12 is accepted as 
necessary for a comprehensive 
high 
school 
program, 
there 
were 310 ‘‘inadequate” school 
districts in the state in June, 
1965. 


Act 289 of 1964 was passed 
by the legislature to encourage 
intermediate study committees 
to organize 
for the 
purpose 
of developing reorganizational 
plans to include all non-high 
school districts as part of a 
school 
district 
operating 
at 
least a K-12 program and to 
consider more adequate reor­ 
ganization of high school dis­ 
tricts, with certain exceptions 
for third class or higher school 
districts. 


State Situation 


As of Feb. 11, 1966, a state 


committee had 
reviewed 
58 
plans for reorganization. Thir­ 
ty-five of these have been ap­ 
proved and elections are likely 
to be scheduled this spring or 
early summer.

The Red Cross has 
been 
charged with the responsibility 
of obtaining 40,000 
unit« 
of 
blood within three months for 
the requirements of the men in 
Viet Nam, Dr. Gordon reported. 


This is in addition 
to 
the 
continuing n e e d for blood 
which is distributed fi'ee to res­ 
idents of Delta County, regard­ 
less of the hospital in which 
they are patients. The only cost 
to the patient is the hospital’s 
cost for administration of the 
blood. 


The quota for the visit of the 
bloodmobile to Gladstone and 
Elscanaba on March 1, 2 and 3 
is 307 units, Dr. Gordon said. 


The schedule is: Gladstone on 
March 1—3 to 7 p. m. at the 
James T. Jones School; Esca­ 
naba on March 2—2:30 to 7:30 
p. m., and on March 3—10 a. 
m. to 3 p. m., both days at tlie

Persons age 18 to 59, inclu­ 
sive, are acceptable as 
blood 
donors if 
they 
meet certain 
health requirements. A doctor 
is always in attendance at the 
blood procurement clinics. Per­ 
sons under 21 must have the 
consent of their parents to be­ 
come donors. 


The body quickly restores the 
blood that has 
been donated 
and individuals can give blood 
every six to eight weeks with­ 
out danger of discomfort.

Inauspiciously for an educa­ 
tor “I started in the first grade 
when we came in 1910. I had 
gone to school in Sweden and 
I was 9 years old. I caught up 
with my age group 
before I 
graduated. I didn’t 
know 
a 
word of English until I came 
to Gladstone. 


“I went from High School to 
the University of Michigan and 
graduated in 1923 in education 
and got my master’s degree at 
Michigan too, in 1946. 


“My first teaching job was 
in Florida near Homestead, at 
the Red land Farm Life School. 
1 taught high school. 
I came 
home for the summer and the 
Gladstone math 
teacher 
had 
married so they offered me the 
job. At that time they wouldn’t 
have thought of hiring a mar­ 
ried woman teacher. 


‘‘I taiight at Gladstone High 
School from 1924 to 1946. In 
1946 I was appointed to the 
unexpired term of C. P. Titus 
as Delta County 
school com­ 
missioner. At the end of the 
term I was elected for a four 
year term and I’ve served since 
in this office. Michigan chang­ 
ed its system and created coun­ 
ty boards of 
education 
and 
made the job appointive and

dent. An act of 1963 created the 
intermediate 
school 
districts. 
“There are seven in the Upper 
Peninsula.” 


Wed Georgian 


Hagle Quarnstrom was wed 
on July 14, 1925 to Willovine 
Mclver in Cordele, Ga., 
her 
home city. They have two chil­ 
dren, Thomas, who is assistant 
to the school superintendent at 
St. Clair Shores, Mich., and 
Robert, who is in Viet Nam 
with a heavy artillery outfit of 
the U. S. Army. 


The 43 years of Quarnstrom’s 
sen'ice as an educator have in­ 
cluded four years as director of 
Delta County’s Civil Defense. 


“There have been

changes,” he said. “Lots of new

sters who have passed through 
your classes make something of 
themselves.

Schools Change

And 
in Schoolcraft County all the 
schools are new except one, all 
of fire-resistant materials. 


“And most of

necessity. 
For 
tlu*ee 
years 
I 
distributed 
surplus 
foods to the schools in the 
w^hole Upper Peninsula except 
the Copp>er Country. At one 
time I had 20 carloads of ap­ 
ples to distribute. Nearly all 
the schools in the intermediate 
district have lunch programs. 


Teachers Improve 


“The quality of teachers has 
gone up because the State De­

A 32-year-old native of Ala­ 
bama is sitting out a 30-day 
sentence in the Delta County 
jail for assault and battery af­ 
ter coming within a “hairline” 
of killing his brother-in-law by 
cutting his throat with a knife 
in a fight. 


Jailed is Thomas J. Jones, 
Rte. 1, Ensign. 


A 
slender six-footer 
with 
pleading blue eyes and a ruff 
of 
dark, 
wavy 
hair, 
Jones 
pleaded guilty to the 
charge 
before Justice A. J. Mortier of 
Gladstone. 
Sentence by Mor­ 
tier was 60 days in jail, 30 days 
of which were suspended, and 
a $10 fine. 


Jones, in an interview, claim­ 
ed the 30-day suspension was 
psrt of a plan to run him out 
of the Upper Peninsula and he 
isn’t very happy about it. 


He said 
he 
was told by 
Prosecuting Attorney Nicholas 
P. Chapekis that if he agreed 
to leave the Upper Peninsula 
the charge would be reduced to 
assault and battery. If not, the 
charge would remain a felony 
—like assault with 
a 
deadly 
weapon. 


Victim Treated 


Jones said he accepted the 
conditions, rather than face a 
felony trial and possible prison 
term if convicted. 


The alleged “deal” between 
Chapekis and Jones came 
to 
light during a Daily Press in­ 
vestigation of the case, which 
v/as reported routinely 
as an 
assault and 
battery 
arraign­ 
ment. 


Victim of the 
assault 
was 
Dale Hebert, 34, of Nahma. He 
was treated at Schoolcraft Me­ 
morial Hospital for the knife 
wound on the evening of Wed­ 
nesday, Feb. 9. 


The wound, according to the 
attending 
physician, 
started 
above

Hebert’s 
right ear and ran down his 
neck to the midline at the front 
of his neck. 


“If the cut had been just a 
little bit deeper they wouldn’t 
have had to bring him in for 
treatment at all, they 
would 
have taken him 
right to the 
mortuary,” the doctor said. 


Slashed In Fight

Troopers, who confiscated a 
smaU pocket jackknife from 
Junes, said the fight started at 
the Penguin Bar, shifted to the 
Turan residence at Isabella, 
then moved outside the farm­ 
house after a running argument 
between the men. 


Jones said he was taken to 
Chapekis and they talked about 
the offense prior to arraign­ 
ment Friday. Feb. 
11, 
before 
Mortier. While he was in court, 
Jones said, “a guy called to 
tell him (Mortier) to suspend 
30 days of my sentence on my 
word that I would leave the 
Upper Peninsula.

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Delta Does Well 


Delta United Services collected $46,9S6 in its 1965 
campaign in Delta County to finance 9 county public 
welfare, health and youth services. The total was short 
of the goal of $50,(>00 needed to finance the full bud­ 
gets of tlie agencies as approved by the DUS board of 
directors, but it is much better than the $26,126 col­ 
lection the year before. 


This is a community victory of large size, a mat­ 
ter in which we can all take pride, a foundation struc- 
tui*e upon which the county should be able to build an 
organization that will finance our volunteer health, 
welfare and youth services adequately. We’re not doinjr 
that yet, although we did much better in 1965. We 
don’t, for instance, give anything to the Michigan 
United Fund, which gives many services to Delta 
County. 


And we do not send as many handicapped children 
to Bay Cliff Health Camp as could be benefitted for 
life by treatment there, nor do we provide funds to 
make the Scouting programs available to all the young- 
stei*s in the county who’d like to belong and who’d bene­ 
fit by membership

But we came a long way in 1965 under able cam­ 
paign direction by Bob Barron and leadership by DUS 
Directoi's A. W. Freeman, George Douglas. James Dam- 
itz, Roland Larsen, Maunce Buckmiller of Gladstone, 
Leo Knauf of Bark River, Howaixl Fontaine and For­ 
rest Henslee. 


Tlie public has shown its confidence in DUS by 
supporting its 9 member agencies substantially. DUS, 
on its part, is courageously frank in report of where 
the public’s money goes. It has reported the allotment 
to each agency, although its directors know that this 
is the way to criticism, because no two citizens would 
agree on just how to split up the money. 


The directors agreed on how it should be di\ided 
and they know moi^ about it than the public, having 
audited the budget requests of each agency and approv­ 
ed an amount for each and then having had to reduce 
the amounts and proportion them because the fund 
goal was not fully reached. Tliey followed a rule of 
giving in terms of urgency and public sei*vice and in 
relationship to the numbers affected. The blood bank 
program, for instance, could not have been slighted 
because it supplies the blood for 1.500 transfusions a 
year. Many lives will be saved by its operation this 
year so it is beyond value. (The blood it gets from vol­ 
unteer donors would be woi th $45,000 at retail com­ 
mercial rates if the patients had to buy it.)

It takes an advanced community to accept fe<ler- 
ated fund raising, to give up its individual preferences 
among the member agencies so that all may be sup­ 
ported for the general good. This form of sharing 
creates a quality of welfare, youth and health services 
that brings a flood of benefits. It changes lives, it 
brightens outlook, it creates hope and courage. This 
is 80 much better than to leave the destinies of the 
young and the troubled to cruel chance. 


'There are still some dollar givers. For some of 
them the $1 is a sacrifice, for others it is not a realis- 
ticsdly large gift, in terms of the needs. Tlie hope is 
that where people can afford more they’ll learn to 
give it, enlarging their own stature in the process of 
enlarging the community’s. 


Teaching Brotherhood 


The Nobel Peace Prize was awarded to UNICEF 
in recognition of its work among the children of the 
world. Though ^nth t>T>ical reticence the Nobel com­ 
mittee did not say why the awai*d was made, several 
UNICEF principals agreed tiiat the award was a trib­ 
ute to UNICEPs dedication not only to feed each 
hungry child in the world but also to warm him witli 
love and to fortify him with psychological resources to 
combat the spiritual ills of the world. In retrospect, the 
awai’d was a laudable victory for brotherhood and a 
resounding defeat for bigotry, hatred and prejudice. 


Everyone agrees that the hope for peace in tomor­ 
row’s world rests in today’s children. Every child, es­ 
pecially in the early formative years, is responsive to 
the seeds of brotherhood and love. 


Yet children just do not develop by themselves, nor 
do they develop prejudices by themselves. They must 
be taught honesty, I’espect and loyalty. They must also 
be taught to give to others the same rights, respect 
and dignity we want for ourselves. 


The National Conference of Christians and Jews, 
as sponsor of Bix)therhood Week, Feb. 20-27, calls on 
all parents and teachers and civic leaders to insure 
that education for brotherhood is a daily part of our 
children’s training. 


Revolution In Tax Checking 
No Escape From Computer 


It Happened Ann Landers 
On This Date Mother Retells

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
One of Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice’s best kept secret* can now 
be told. 


As recently as two years ago 
1RS was 
warning taxpayers 
that all dividend payment slips 
sent in by corporations and all 
interest payment slips returned 
by financial institutions were 
matched against income tax re­ 
turns. The threat was obvious: 
These amounts had better ap­ 
pear on your tax return or you 
were in trouble. 


Through numerous contacts 
in 1RS the writer knew other­ 
wise. Most of these report slips 
remained in their packing car­ 
tons in revenue offices. The fa­ 
cilities simply were not avail­ 
able to do the matching. 


Because of the real danger 
of upsetting the nation’s tax 
collection machinery the story 
was never printed. And mil­ 
lions of extra tax dollars were 
paid on those dividends and 
savings interest figures. 


The stoy can be reported now 
with this real word of caution 
from this writer: 


1RS today CAN match all 
your payment slips with your 
tax returns and will be doing 
it this year.

This does 
not 
necessarily 
mean that 1RS has abandoned 
the old-fashioned honor system 
in the collection and reporting 
of taxes. It does mean that to­ 
day's modern computer equip­ 
ment makes it possible to per­ 
form many operations impossi­ 
ble until now. 


“The taxpayer who continues 
to use his previous year's tax 
return as a reference simply be­ 
cause he was never questioned 
before is living in a fool’s para­ 
dise.” 


The speaker was John P. Mc­

latest 1RS service center now 
going into operation in Cin­ 
cinnati, Ohio. 


This center will computer- 
audit all individual income tax 
returns 
originating 
in 
Ohio,

such installations around the 
country. 


Here’s what happens to your 
return in a service center: 


Key punch operators trans­ 
fer all the pertinent informa­ 
tion from your return — in­ 
cluding salary or wages, extra 
income, dividends, interest, plus 
all your deductions and your 
claimed exemptions—onto cod­ 
ed cards. These cards are fed 
at the rate of 10,000 an hour 
into the computers.

Mathematical errors are no 
problem. The computers, which 
have a vast memory for all tax 
rates and tax tables, can cor­ 
rect your mistakes. But the 
stumbling blocks are incorrect 
Social Security numbers, failure 
to report all items of income, 
failure to check the appropriate 
blocks on your return, claim­ 
ing a $600 exemption for more 
persons than you have listed. 


The equipment 
refuses 
to 
digest incorrect or garbled in­ 
formation. Your return will go 
onto an error tape and you will 
receive a letter from 1RS. This 
may advise you to supply tht 
missing data, correct the mis­ 
information or to come to the 
1RS office for a consultation.

Phan Thi Loi as the new vil­ 
lage party .secretarj’. She was 
an outsider 


Dhien had wanted the job. 
Ho was a good fighter and pop­ 
ular. As deputy secretary of the 
party chapter and political of­ 
ficer of the village 
guerrila 
unit, he was in line for the pro­ 
motion.

ANGRY 


when Miss Loi was brought in 
from another village, jumped 
over his head and named secre­ 
tary. But there was nothing he 
could do about it. The district 
committee had spoken. 


Some tij-ne latei*, after a suc­ 
cessful ambusli by the village 
guerrila unit, the fighters, their 
friends and 
village 
officials 
gathered for a small victory 
celebration combined 
with a 
funeral ceremony for the unit 
leader killed in the fight. 


Dhien. as political officer of 
the unit, told the fighters they 


could fire off two shots in the 
memorial service in respect for 
the dead guerrila unit leader. 


But Miss Loi. the new party 
secretary, 
objected. 
She said 
the weapons belonged to the 
people and could not be used in 
this way. 


At this, Dhien couldn’t con­ 
trol his 
rage. He 
started to 
shoot at Miss Loi and she fled. 
Ho chased after her firing his 
rifle. He fired 20 rounds in all 
but missed every time. 


Later, the district committee 
got together and purged Dhien. 


THIS Pt’RGlNG BROUGHT 
some dissatisfaction among the 
village troops. The new guer­ 
rila unit leader deserted to the 
South Viet 
Nam 
government 
forces. (He was one who told 
about the above incdent.) 


As a VC medic de.serter ex­ 
plains it, guerrila fighters feel 
tliat because they have endured 
many hardships, they are enti­ 
tled to a chance to honor their 
fallen comrades with a fitting 
ceremony — and a few mo­ 
ments of good living, such as 
having a good meal or a drink. 


But this type of feelii^ runs 
against the

party committee.
